In the first issue I showed that the Regiment was formed and personnel 
needed their wivest permision to go» The Company landed in France on February 
12, 1915 and took over the Ypres salient from the French shortly after. The 
1st Div Sig Coy brought no wireless equipment with them conseqently there was 
nothing done on the wireless side of things, Line became the backbone of 
the signal system, with visual signalling, despatch riders and pigeons as 
back-upse The pigeons were delivered to forward points by two despatch riders 
and then taken to the trenches by pigeoneerse. Each battalion in action carried 
up to six trained pigeoneerse In action as many as a hundred birds a day were 


sent from the trenches to Canadian Corps HQe Each bird was released after 24 
hours service. 


who was awarded the Dicken Medal for a flight from Arnhem to England, 260 

miles in 4 hours 25 minutes, including 135 miles of open sea. The Dickin 

Medal is regarded as the animalst VC. The other was Cher Ami, who, when the 
American 77th Division was being shelled by their own artillery, flew through 
heavy shell—fire and landed minus one eye, his breastbone broken, and one leg 
shot away, delivered the message and the shelling was halted in time. The brave 
bird was awarded the French Croix de Guerre, became the mascot of the U.S. Army 
Signel Corps and when it died, it was mounted and placed in the Smithsonian 
Institute. 
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; BELIEVE IT OR NOT=There are two famous pigeons, William of Orange, 
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In December 1915, the 1st Div Sig Coy did much to lift the pall of 
boredom by constructing a long wave receiving set from parts salvaged in the 
battle area. These men operated "A most successful press bureau at Divisional 
Headquarters" and to them must go the credit for inaugerating the wireless service 
of the Canadian Forces in France, With sections attached to subordinate bri- 
gades the Company served the Division through the battles of Ypres, Mount Sorel, 
The Somme, Vimy Ridge and Passchendale. The unit was demobilized after the war,

In 1884, "C" Troop and the Postal Telegraph Companies were amalgamated to 
form the 1st and 2nd Divisions of the Telegraph Battalion, Royal Mngineers, 

Major C.F.C. Beresford, RE, commanding the Second Division, asked for Suggestions 
for a device or crest for the Telegraph Battalions His own suggestion of the 
figure of Mercury (a statue which his father purchased at the Great Exhibition 

in Hyde Park in 1651, and which he had always admired) proved the most popular 
and was adopted for use on special occasions. It is of interest that of the 

many versions of the figure of Mercury by various sculptors, the one by 

Giovanni da Palogna in the Pitti Palace of Florence has been accepted as the 
model for the Regimental emblem,

LIGHT BLUE 

Qn 2 Aug 1909, during the annual militia training at Petawawa, four 
demonstration flights were made by JAD McCurdy in his Silver Dart in an 
attempt to interest the Department of Militia and Defence in the aeroplane 
as a weapon of ware On the last flight, the machine was wrecked in a 
heavy landing and a second machine, Baddeck #1, crashed a few days later. 
Officials were not impressed. During WW1 a small Canadian aviation unit 
was approved to accompany the CEF to England, On 16 Sep 1914, a Canadian 
Aviation Corps was authorized to consist of two officers and one mechanice 
EL Janney was appointed the commander of the CAO with the rank of captain 
and the expenditure of the sum of not more than $5000 for the purchase of 
a suitable aeroplanee Janney was able to locate and purchase a biplane 
from the Burgess—Dunn Company for that amount and had it shipped to Quebec 
City. It WFN Sharp and SSgt HA Farr were waiting at Camp Valcartier. When 
the aeroplane arrived on the lst of October, it was loaded aboard one of the 
30 ships that was to sail the next day with the CEF. The convoy docked at 
Plymouth, 17 October 1914, and the biplane was unloaded and trucked to 
Salisbury Plain where the troops were camped. It was never to fly in England, 


however, as not one of the members of the CAC was a qualified pilot. Staked 
out in the damp English climate, the Burgess—Dunn quickly deteriorated and 


was eventually written off. By 7 May 1915, the CAC had ceased to existe 
Thus ended the short life of Canada's first military aviation service. 


DARK BLUE 


August 1939, the naval forces of Canada consisted of six fairly 
modern destroyers, five small minesweepers and two training vessels (one 
@ sailing ship), two naval bases, one at Esquimalt, the other at Halifax. 
Personnel consisted of 145 officers and 1,67) men, 9 officers on the 
retired list subject to recall, On August 26, an Admiralty message arrived 
in Ottawa containing one word "FUNNEL". With the dispatch of the message, 
all Canadian merchant ships passed from the control of their owners to 
control of the Admiralty. This meant that no Canadian registered ship in 
& Canadian port could sail without the authority of the Royal Canadian Navy.s 
On September 16, St Laurent moved outward through the Halifax approaches 
with her sister, Saguenay and between them, waddling eastward with a certain 
untidy gallantry, were the 18 merchant ships of Convoy HX-l — Halifax

The United Nations Disengagement Observer Force (UNDOF) was created 
in May 197k Its role is to Police the Israeli~Syrian cease fire signed 
31 May 1974 in Geneva, An Area of Separation (AOS) separates the two 
nations. Although the AOS is under Syrian administration, neither 
country is allowed any military presence within the area. A network of 
positions and observation posts stretches throughout the AOS and reports 
all violations, At Present, an Austrian Battalion mans the northern section 
of the AOS and an Iranian Battaliony the southern position, Regular 
inspections by United Nations Military Observers from a myriad of coun~ 
tries ensures that both countries respect the arms limitation on their 
side of the borders Logistics support is provided by a Polish Company 
at Camp Faouar Syria and a Canadian Company at Camp Ziouani in Israels 
Commmications are provided by the UNDOF Signal Troop formed of 32 


Canadians. 


The UNDOF Sig Tp boasts a fair percentage of Regimental personnel, 
As of 23 May 76, the unit will be commanded by an officer from the 
Regiment on a permanent basis.
